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INTRODUCTION 


The  reformed  Holy  Week  was  published  by  the  Holy 
See  in  1955.  At  that  time  it  was  far  in  advance  of  the 
level  of  liturgical  understanding  in  the  United  States  and 
most  of  the  world.  Since  that  time  there  has  been  a  vast 
development  in  these  matters,  sparked  by  the  Second 
Vatican  Council  and  its  monumental  Constitution  on  the 
Sacred  Liturgy.  This  booklet  is  intended  to  bring  the  Holy 
Week  rites  to  the  level  of  current  deveJopments,  espe- 
cially the  basic  ideas  of  the  Constitution  that  the  sacred 
rites  should  be  meaningful  to  the  people  and  tho't  they 
shouJd  be  able  to  participate  in  them  easily. 

This  booklet  is  intended  for  parish  use.  It  contains  every- 
thing that  is  needed  for  the  congregation  in  general  and 
for  the  choir.  Where  optional  texts  are  given  in  the  Holy 
Week  Rite,  a  selection  has  been  made  which  will  ade- 
quately fill  the  estimated  time  for  any  particular  function. 
Melodies  intended  for  congregational  use  hove  been  kept 
simple,  yet  composed  to  fit  the  spirit  of  the  action.  The 
booklet  is  for  use  in  church  in  the  actual  celebration  of 
the  rites,  and  for  study  and  preparation  beforehand  in 
home,  school,  and  parish. 

The  booklet  contains  the  rites  for  the  Second  Sunday  of 
Passiontide  and  the  three  final  days  of  Holy  Week.  The 
Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Wednesday  of  Holy  Week  have 
not  been  included  because  there  is  nothing  for  these  days 
that  would  not  already  be  contained  in  an  ordinary  daily 
missal.

BLESSING  OF  THE  BRANCHES 

Today,  Lord,  the  Church  takes  me  again  into  those 
events  of  your  life  that  freed  me  from  sin  and  brought 
me  into  your  family.  This  day  begins  the  Holy  Week  of 
your  life  in  which  you  showed  me  the  meaning  of  holi- 
ness and  love  when  you  emptied  yourself  for  me.  I  am 
going  to  trace  this  week  again  with  you,  beginning  now 
with  a  triumph,  and  ending  on  Saturday  night  with  an- 
other triumph.  I  know  already,  as  You  know  when  you 
began  the  first-Jioly  Week,  what  a  bitter  and  empty  il- 
lusion the  triumph  of  this  first  day  was.  It  was  a  triumph 
based  on  people.  And  those  people  soon  abandoned  you. 
The  triumph  of  the  end  of  this  week,  the  triumph  of  the 
resurrection,  is  based  on  God,  and  it  was  such  a  triumph 
that  it  is  the  greatest  in  the  history  of  the  world,  and  even 
today  the  one  most  widely  proclaimed. 

Now,  today,  two  thousand  years  later,  I  join  the  people 
who  throng  to  you  and  proclaim  you  the  Son  of  David, 
and  the  King  of  Israel.  Please  accept  my  sincerity,  and 
grant  that  I  may  ever  remain  sincere  in  this  proclamation. 
Sin  and  neglect  are  the  things  in  my  life  that  would  take 
me  from  those  who  truly  proclaim  you  a  King,  and  place 
me  rather  in  the  rabble  that  would  cry  in  a  few  days  for 
your  death.

As  the  celebrant  approaches  the  table  holding  the  palms 
ALL  STAND  and  sing:

As  soon  OS  the  celebrant  faces  the  congregation  and 
signals  for  their  attention  with  ''The  Lord  be  with  you/' 
he  sings  the  following  prayer  on  one  pitch.

Grant  that  by  overcoming  Satan 
and  by  wholeheartedly  loving  your  merciful 
deeds,  your  people,  through  utmost  sincerity,  may 
achieve  spiritually,  what  today  they  enact  exter- 
nally. Through  Christ  our  Lord.

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DISTRIBUTION  OF  THE  BRANCHES 

Now  the  Church  is  giving  us  the  branches  we  use  to 
proclaim  you,  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  not  only  King  of  the 
Jews,  but  King  of  the  World.  I  accept  this  branch  as  a 
sign  of  my  inner  dedication  to  this  truth,  that  you  are 
King  of  all  men.  Grant  that  I  may  always  remember  this, 
and  live  my  life  so  as  to  express  it. 

The  following  antiphon  is  sung  by  ALL  and  is  repeated 
after  each  verse  of  the  psalm  while  the  palms  are  dis- 
tributed.

I  am  about  to  listen  to  St.  Matthew  tell  us  again  about 
your  great  entry  into  Jerusalem.  I  am  sure  he  was  an  eye 
witness.  He  saw  you  that  happy  morning  and  had  heard 
the  enthusiasm  of  the  crowd.  Now  let  me  feel  that  en- 
thusiasm of  your  chosen  followers.  Let  me  glimpse  the 
excitement  of  that  morning. 


I  am  entering  again,  Lord  Jesus,  that  throng  which 
brought  you  to  Jerusalem,  and  would  hand  you  the  an- 
cient throne  of  David.  If  only  this  enthusiasm  could  last 
forever.  Your  own  disciples  were,  within  a  few  days, 
plunged  to  the  depths  of  despair  to  see  the  apparent  end 
of  your  reign  on  the  cross.  Spare  me  that  despair;  let  me 
always  see  your  will  being  done  in  whatever  comes  to 
me  in  this  life.  In  this  procession  I  sing  my  greetings  to 
you,  my  triumphant  King. 

The  celebrant  puts  incense  into  the  thurible  in  the  usual 
manner.  Then,  the  Deacon,  turning  toward  the  people, 
says:

THE  MASS 

This  Mass  is  dominated  by  the  theme  of  your  suffering^. 
A  few  minutes  ago  I  listened  to  St.  Matthew's  eye  witness 
account  of  your  entry  into  Jemsalem.  Now  I  am  going  to 
listen  to  his  eye  witness  account  of  your  leaving  Jerasalem, 
your  degradation,  and  your  death.  He  tells  us  how  the 
veil  of  the  Temple  was  torn  in  two  when  you  died;  the 
old  world  as  the  Jews  knew  it  was  ended.  Your  death 
also  must  end  my  old  life.  You  have  brought  me  life 
eternal,  and  the  means  to  maintain  and  restore  that  life. 
My  constant  gratitude  for  this  must  prevent  me  from  con- 
tinuing in  my  sins. 

LITURGY  OF  THE  WORD  OF  GOD 

Since  the  procession  has  already  entered  the  church, 
the  entrance  chant  is  not  emphasized  on  Palm  Sunday.

My  sentiments,  then,  on  this  renewal  of  the 
Last  Supper  are  to  feel  a  great  happiness  for  this  Eucha- 
ristic  gift  of  yourself,  and  a  great  sorrow  at  my  failings 
as  a  follower  of  yours.

What  a  contrast!  The  great  and  powerful  God  has  passed 
by,  and  now  I  hear  agam  the  sad  lament  of  the  inspired 
poet  who  wrote  the  21st  Psalm.

The  ways  of  God  are  not  the  ways  of 
men,  and  the  impulses  of  human  nature  are  not  what 
you  expect  of  me.

GOOD 
FRIDAY 

Lord,  to  be  present  at  the  death  or  funeral  of  a  dearly 
loved  person  is  an  occasion  of  deep  sadness.  Today,  I 
am  present  at  the  commemoration  of  your  death.  My  love 
for  you,  shallow  though  it  is,  makes  this  a  sad  occasion. 
But  the  sadness  turns  to  bitterness  because  I  know  that 
this  is  not  an  event  that  involves  only  someone  else.  It 
involves  me  deeply  because  it  is  my  sins  that  brought 
about  your  death.  You  died  for  me,  that  I  might  live.  And 
the  greatness  of  your  sacrifice  is  contrasted  with  my  own 
feeble  repentance  for  the  sins  that  caused  it.  I  am  now 
going  to  listen  to  the  Old  Testament  passages  that  spoke 
of  your  death,  and  then  the  account  of  St.  John.  He  saw 
this  whole  event  unfold  before  his  eyes.  He  was  there  in 
the  courtyard;  he  was  in  the  streets  of  Jerusalem  as  you 
were  led  through  them;  he  was  at  the  foot  of  the  Cross 
to  watch  your  dying  agony.  Let  me  see  this  bitter  event 
through  his  eyes;  let  me  suflFer  with  him  as  he  watched 
it.  Let  the  remembrance  of  this  death  lead  me  to  true 
repentance.

In  this  springtime  of 
the  year  the  waters  of  divine  life  and  the  warmth  of  your 
Father's  burning  love  make  the  seeds  of  divine  life  in 
us  bear  rich  fruit.  Help  us  to  grow,  our  Savior,  like  a 
healthy  vine  entwining  itself  in  your  own  Risen  life. 

THE  LIGHT  SERVICE 

You  came.  Redeemer  of  the  world,  as  the  life  of  men 
and  the  light  of  the  world.

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THE  BLESSING  OF  THE  NEW  FIRE  STAND 
PRIEST:  The  Lord  be  with  you.

THE  BLESSING  OF  THE  EASTER  CANDLE 

The  priest  now  enkindles  the  spark  that  lights  the  Easter 
fire,  the  light  of  the  risen  Christ,  the  great  symbol  that 
represents  his  Person. 

The  celebrant  first  carves  the  first  and  last  letters  of  the 
alphabet  to  remind  us  that  Christ  is  the  eternal  one,  the 
beginning  and  the  end,  before  all  time  and  through  ages 
eternal;  and  next  he  places  five  grains  of  incense  into 
the  candle  to  represent  the  glorious  wounds  through 
which  Christ  redeemed  us.  The  priest  says: 

(1)  Christ  yesterday  and  today  (carving  the  verfical 
beam)} 

(2)  the  Beginning  and  the  End  (carving  the  transverse 
beam); 

(3)  the  Alpha  (carving  the  letter  A  above  the  vertical 
beam); 

(4)  and  the  Omega  (carving  the  letter  O  below  the 
verfical  beam); 
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(5)  His  are  the  seasons  (as  he  carves  the  first  numeral 
of  the  current  year  in  the  upper  left-hand  angle  of  the 
Cross); 

(6)  and  the  ages  (as  he  carves  the  second  numeral  of 
the  current  year  in  the  upper  right-hand  angle  of  the 
Cross)} 

(7)  to  Him  be  glory  and  dominion  fas  he  carves  the 
third  numeral  of  the  current  year  in  the  lower  left- 
hand  angle  of  the  Cross); 

(8)  through  endless  ages:  Amen,  (as  he  carves  the 
fourth  numeral  of  the  current  year  in  the  lower  right-hand 
angle  of  the  Cross). 

The  celebrant  inserts  pieces  of  incense,  saying: 

(1)  By  his  wounds  holy 

(2)  and  glorious 

(3)  may  he  guard 

(4)  and  preserve  us 

(5)  Christ  the  Lord.  Amen. 

Then  he  lights  the  Candle  with  a  small  taper  lighted 
from  the  new  fire,  saying: 

May  the  light  of  Christ  risen  in  glory  scatter 
the  darkness  of  heart  and  mind. 

Then  the  Celebrant  blesses  the  lighted  Candle,  saying: 
PRIEST:  The  Lord  be  with  you. 
ALL:  And  with  your  spirit. 

We  ask  you,  Almighty  God,  that  your  bounti- 
ful blessing  come  down  on  this  lighted  candle. 
Look  down  upon  it,  O  invisible  cause  of  life,  as 
it  shines  in  the  night.

In  this  most  sacred  night,  dear  brethren,  holy 
Mother  Church  recalls  the  death  and  burial  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  In  return  for  his  great  love, 
she  keeps  watch.  And,  celebrating  his  glorious 
resurrection,  she  is  filled  with  an  exceeding  joy. 

But,  as  the  Ap^tle  teaches,  by  baptism  we  have 
been  buried  with  Christ  into  death.  As  Christ  has 
risen  from  the  dead,  so  we  too  rhust  walk  now 
in  newness  of  life.  For  we  know  that  oyr  old  self 
has  been  crucified  with  Christ,  so  that  we  may 
no  longer  be  slaves  to  sin.  Let  us,  then,  remem- 
ber that  we  have  died  to  sin,  but  are  to  live  for 
God,  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 

Therefore,  dear  brethren,  having  completed  the 
Lenten  observance,  let  us  renew  the  promises  of 
holy  baptism,  by  which  we  once  renounced  Satan 
and  his  works,  as  well  as  that  world  which  is  the 
enemy  of  God,  and  promised  to  serve  God  faith- 
fully in  the  holy  Catholic  Church.
